FINANCE. 

In December, 1910, the Board issued the following statement 
as to their financial position : — 

The original income of the Board consisted of the interest on 
the sum of £1,000,000, portion of the Irish Church Surplus. 
The annual income from this source is £30,898 17s. 8d. 

In addition to this fixed income the Board acquired under the 
Local Taxation (Customs and Excise) Act of 1890 a share of 
certain duties imposed on spirits and beer by the Customs and 
Inland Revenue Act of that year, and directed to be carried to 
the local taxation of England, Scotland, and Ireland. It was 
provided by the first-mentioned Act that out of the Irish share 
of the duties carried to this account in each year the sum of 
£78,000 should be paid to the Commissioners of Education, and 
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the residue paid to the Intermediate Education Board The

schools in school grant and bonuses. ® 

As these payments have been maintained at the rate of £53 000 
for recent jrnars, it is manifest that a sudden reduction of’ the 
school grant to such an extent would be productive of disastrous 
results to Intermediate Education, and would press with great 
severity upon the smaller and struggling schools which stand 
in need of that assistance. 


In this unforeseen emergency the Board felt themselves justi- 
fied in having recourse to a reserve fund which had been 
accumulated out of surplus income in former years. The Board 
had been given reason to expect that an equivalent would be 
provided by the Legislature from some other source for the 
revenue which they have lost. Unless this is done, they will 
be unable to carry on the work entrusted to them by Parliament. 
A statement is annexed (a) and (d) showing for the'last ten years 
the amount of Consols representing the reserve fund, and the 
amount in cash of the sums withdrawn from time to time to 
meet deficiencies in income. It is undesirable that the reserve 
fund should be resorted to except to a limited extent for the 
purpose of equalising a fluctuating revenue, and the Board 
would not feel themselves justified in again drawing upon it in 
order to keep up the school grant to an amount in excess of the 
income at their disposal. 

This falling off of income is especially regrettable in view of 
the additional responsibilities imposed' on the Board by the 
Legislature. The cost, of inspection has to be provided for, in 
addition to the expense of the annual pass examination: and 
unless further funds are provided it will not be possible for the 
Board to give effect to the provisions in the Irish Universities 
Act,. 1898, by which they are empowered to grant exhibitions to 
students entering the Universities.

The Board have since received a sum of £29,568 Os. lid. as an 
additional grant from the Local Taxation (Ireland) Account under 
Section 17 (2) of the Revenue Act, 1911, to make up the amount 
by which the proceeds of the Customs and Excise Duties in 1909- 
1910 fell short of the proceeds in 1908-1909. 


INSPECTION. 

Full reports have been received from the Inspectors whoso duty 
it was to visit the Intermediate schools. Brief reports will 
shortly be issued to the Heads of these schools. It is gratifying 
to record the appreciation which the Inspectors have expressed 
of the courtesy they have received from the schools and of the 
readiness which was shown in carrying out their suggestions. 
The harmonious relations which exist between the Inspectorate 
and the schools cannot fail to have excellent educational results. 

The Inspectors have given full credit to the schools for the good 
work done by them under difficult conditions. In their opinion 
this work compares, as a rule, very favourably with that done in 
England. They have frequently referred in terms of the warmest 
commendation to the earnestness and untiring energy of the 
teachers. The defects which were noticed were mainly due to 
circumstances not within the control of the schools, chiefly to the 
want of financial support and to the fact that that balance does 
not at present exist between literary subjects and science, which 
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has been secured in England by the payment through one Board 
of on® grant distributed over a liberal and elastic curriculum 
The late age at which so many students enter Intermediate schools 
is also a very serious disadvantage which, however could be to 
a large extent remedied, as it is in England, by a closer connection 
between the National Board and the Intermediate Board, and the 
establishment of a system of entrance scholarships with an aae 
limit. r a 

As the grants (with the exception of that in Science) are paid 
only on the results of a general examination, and few of the schools 
have any endowments, the managers are often obliged to frame 
then curricula under the influence of financial pressure. While 
the advantages of Science as a secondary .subject are not denied, 
yet the tact that it is paid for twice is in many cases a deter 
mining factor in the arrangement of the courses of study 
and by making the other subjects of subsidiary importance 
modifies and distorts the curriculum. Not only is a dispropor- 
tionate amount of time given to Science in many schools but 
serious disorganisation is caused in very many cases because the 
Courses of the Department do not coincide with the Intermediate 
Grades. Itr is a common occurrence to find a class whose 
members are attending two or three different Science courses 
generally at different times. A parallel to such disorganisation 
can scarcely be found elsewhere. It is of paramount importance 
that efficiency in the other subjects should not continue to be 
impaired in this way. 

The Board has given ample evidence that it appreciates the 
value of Science, as whatever good this subject has done in the 
schools would have been impossible, if the Board had not given 
the subject every facility, and by loans enabled many of the 
schools to establish laboratories. It is its duty, however as 
the Secondary Authority in .Ireland to secure a 'proper balance 
between the various subjects of the school curriculum, and to 
preserve from decay subjects of intellectual importance. The 
Board’s long and intimate acquaintance with the difficult 
problems presented by Secondary Education enables it to take 
a. more comprehensive view of the relative values of the different . 
subjects and of their proper adjustment in the curricula than is 
possible for any external body. 

It is regrettable that the Ancient Classics seem to have suffered 
especially from the preferential treatment given to Science. As 
Latin and Greek are subjects which require more time and labour 
than any other subject, if preferential treatment is to be given, it 
should be given to what are admittedly the most valuable instru- 
ments of intellectual culture. There seems to be no reason to depart 
from the traditional view, that, without a knowledge of Latin or 
Greek a scholarly study of modern literature, history or philo- 
sophy is impossible. If students are not encouraged to take 
these subjects at school they are not taken up in after life, whereas 
this is not the case with Science. Case after case could be men- 
tioned of men who have made a reputation in Science, who in 
their school years did very little or no Science. 
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A few years ago the re-casting of the English Boai'd of Educa- 
tion’s l'egulations, in consequence of the gradual spi’ead of intelli- 
gence in educational matters, abolished the preferential treatment 
given to Science, and removed what was proved by experience to 
be a blot on the educational system. 

The payment in England of an ample block grant on all the 
subjects inspected has been justified by the results. As the 
reports of the Inspectors of Intermediate Education make it clear 
that the Irish schools require as much financial assistance as 
is given in England, it is urgent that a grant should be paid 
on the subjects inspected by the Inspectors proportionate 
to the grant now paid to Science. Very many of the teachers in 
these subjects are men of the highest qualifications and of wide 
experience, and their claims deserve adequate recognition, if the 
cause of secondary education is to prosper. The money at pre- 
sent allotted for the distribution of grants is totally inadequate 
to relieve the schools from the financial difficulties under which 
many of them are struggling. Many cases have been brought 
to the notice of the Board by the Inspectors where efficiency would 
be ensured for a school if it had more ample funds at its disposal 
to increase its staff and pay higher salaries to its teachers. It 
often happens that men who could do excellent work as teachers 
are deterred from entering the profession by the hopelessness of the 
prospect before them. The fault does not lie with the Heads of 
Schools. There is a. limit to their l-esources. As tlie increase in 
grant in England, by holding out better opportunities to teaohei-s, 
has undoubtedly increased the efficiency of the work done in the 
schools, there can be no doubt that a similar increase in Ireland 
would be equally efficacious in its effects upon Intermediate 
Education. 

PROPOSED ALTERATIONS IN RULES. 

When the Board had under consideration the draft Rules for 
1912 it was decided to i-eduee to three the number of groups in 
which exhibitions can be obtained. This was a move in the direc- 
tion that was recommended in the Report of the Commissioners 
of 1899, where it is suggested that there should be only two dis- 
tinct courses. The four courses of the rules for 1911 are (1) 
Classical; (2) Modern Liter-ary; (3) Mathematical; (4) Science; 
but the Board was and is of opinion that by the removal of the 
science coui'se scientific studies would not suffer in any way. 
The scientific -subjects might still be taken in any of the time 
proposed groups. 

It was brought to the notice of the Board that the so-called 
science group to which special exhibitions were allotted, was, 
as the scheme had worked out, a group of four subjects, of which 
only one was necessarily science. Ail four subjects having the 
same number of marks, it resulted that when only one -science sub- 
ject was taken the exhibition was granted mainly in the three 
non-science subjects. As a consequence, it happened, that 
candidates who had specialised in science and obtained high 
marks in that subject failed to secure the science exhibitions, 
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which went to candidates who, though low in science, had secured 
high marks in other subjects. In fact, the so-called science exhi- 
bitions had ceased to be the assured rewards of proficiency in 
science, and were largely awarded to students who qualified for 
exhibitions in other groups. 

In reducing the number of groups to three the Board were 
returning to the position adopted in 1902. The fourth group— 
“ Experimental Science ’’—was introduced into the rules for 
1903, by the least possible majority of the full Board. 

An additional alteration introduced into the draft Rules was a 
modification of the method of calculating marks counting towards 
exhibitions. The change was in the direction of giving greater 
weight to the classical and mathematical subjects. A deduction 
of 50 out of 400 was made in these subjects, while in all 
other subjects 100 marks were subtracted. This action was 
taken for the purpose of rewarding those students who took these 
more difficult branches of study, and especially for the purpose of 
encouraging the study of classics— in which there, has been a 
gradual decline. When this draft was submitted to the Irish 
Government the Board was requested to amend the draft by 
restoring both the science exhibitions and the former method of 
oaluculating marks for exhibitions. 

The Board decided to make the alterations suggested, but 
pointed out that the provisions of the rules which were set ’aside 
were framed after prolonged study and discussion, after careful 
consideration of the reports and recommendations of the Board’s 
inspectors, and in consultation and in concurrence with the repre- 
sentatives of the Headmasters 'of the Irish Intermediate schools ; 
and the Board respectfully submitted to His Excellency its assured 
conviction that the provisions in question make for the best 
interests of education in Ireland.

Tins Burke Memorial Prizes. 

A sura of money, subscribed in memory of the late Thomas 
Henry Burke, Esq., Under Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant, was 
transferred by the Burke Memorial Committee, on 18th March, 
1884, to the Intermediate Education Board for Ireland, who 
undertook to administer the Fund in accordance with the follow- 
ing Rules— (the sum funded is £1,222 18s. lid. Consols) : — 

I. The annual income from the fund shall be applied in paying 
three Prizes, one of £10, one of £10, and a second of £10; any 
surplus or deficiency to be apportioned in the same ratio. If, in 
the opinion of the Commissioners, sufficient merit be not shown 
by the Candidates competing to justify the award of any or either 
of the Prizes, the amount of such Prize may be, at the discretion 
of the Board, withheld and added to the principal. 

II. No student shall bo qualified to receive these Prizes except 
the children of persons who are, or have been, in receipt of salary 
or pension in Ireland, paid out of money derived from Parlia- 
mentary Grants, Rates, or Taxes, other than members of the 
Naval or Military Services not being also in Civil employment. 

III. The Prizes shall be awarded as follows: — that of £16 to 
the Boy whom, at the annual Examination in the Junior Grade 
among Male Candidates qualified in the manner expressed in the 
next preceding Rule, the Board shall adjudge to have obtained 
the highest aggregate of Honour marks in the subjects in which 
he presented himself for examination; One Prize of £10 to the 
Boy whom, in the same Grade at such Examination, the Board 
shall adjudge to have obtained the next highest aggregate of 
Honour marks in the subjects in which he presented himself for 
examination; and the other of £10 to the Girl whom, at such 
Examination in the same Grade, among Female Candidates in 
the manner aforesaid, the Board shall adjudge to have obtained 
the highest aggregate of Honour marks in the subjects in which 
she presented herself for examination. 

IV. The decision of the Board, shall be final and decisive in 
determining whether the Candidates fulfil the conditions of the 
third Rule. 

V. The Board may deduct all expenses connected with the 
trust from the yearly income.
